CHAINED TO A WE. 



Fred Alexander Burned Alive by a 
Mob at Leavenworth, Kan.

The Virtim, Who Was t'harj^ed With 
.%sMaaltln)f a Girl and the Mur- 
der of Pearl Forbei., Died 
PrutoattnK Hia lanoeenee. 

Leavenworth. Kan., ,lan. 16. — Fred 
Alexander, the NesTO, who Saturday 
eveninjc attempted to as.sault Misa 
Eva Uoth, and who was supposed to 
have assaulted and killed Pearl 
Forbes in thLs city in November last, 
•w’as Tue.stlay afternoon taken from 
the sheriff's {roard and burned at the 
stake at the scene of his crimes, half 
a dozen blocks from the center of the 
city, l^robably S.OOO people witnessed 
the lynchinir. 

At 5:15 o'clock Alexander was 
brought to the scene of the murder 
of IVarl Fori)cs, at the corner of 
Lawrence avenue and Spiaice street. 
The exact spot where the murdered 
pirl was found was located by the 
leaders of the crowd, and there a 
sendcircle was formed. Alexander 
was brouffht up in a wajfon with a 
dozen men. The wapon was stopped 
in front of the ravine, and, surround- 
ed by the cn>wd, the leader of the 
men who held .\lexander called for 
silence. The roar ceased and Alexan- 
der was shoved forward for the 
crowd to paze at. .\ howl went up 
which was quickly hushed as the pris- 
oner raised his shackled hands and 
bepan to speak. Twice he started, 
and the crowd drowned his tremblinp 
voice. 

“You are poinp to kill me, whatever 
I say,” he said, “but you men .‘ra 
wrong. I want to tell you right now 
yo'n'v* g|ot the wrong man. I did not 
do that, and «u lire *l«y you men will 
run up against the man who did. I 
know it ain’t any \ise to say so, for 
you’re going to kill me, but I did not 
do it.” 

The men standing behind him stiov- 
ed him from the wagon, and the 
roar from the wagon drowned every 
other sound. The Negro was quickly 
driven down the embankment to the 
pile of wood, with his hands shackled. 
The first thing done was to plant the 
railroad iron upright in the mud. 
This was made fast to cross irons 
firmly bound to the upright iron with 
wire. Arouqd the improvised stake 
wood and boards were piled. To this 
the man was dragged and chained in 
a standing position to the upright 
railroad iron. Coal oil was then 
poured over him and the match touch- 
ed to him. 

A.«! the fiaines leaped about him 
Alex.vnder turned ghastly pale and 
for the first time realized that death 
was near. He clasped his hands to- 
gether and began to swing to and 
fro. w'hile the crowd yelled. 

Jn less than five minutes he was 
hanging limp and lifeless by the 
chains that bound him. As soon as 
the crowd saw that life was extinct 
it began slowly to disperse. There 
were hundreds of the morbid, how- 
ever, who stayed to the last. 

-Men kept pili)ig on wootl all tho 
time until about 7 o’clock, when the 
fiaraes were allowed to die down. 
From 5 to 8 o’clock there was a con- 
tii;Uous stream of jicople going to 
the scene of the burning. These w^re 
persons who had been unable to get 
away from their work in the after- 
noon, but were determined not to 
miss seeing the awful spectacle. 

The remains were viewed by thou- 
siinds, and up to the time they were 
taken 9. way the carnages and ve- 
hicles were continually passing by 
the spot. No expressions of regret or 
pity are heard from any source. 

Topeka, Kan., Jan. 16. — Gov. Stan- 
ley, Tuesday night announced that he 
w’ould offer a reward of $500 for the 
apprehension of any implicated in 
apprehension of any one implicated in 
the lynching of Alexander at Leaven- 
worth. The governor further stated 
that he was sorry that he could not 
offer a larger reward, but the law al- 
lows him to offer only $500. lie said 
that he was also going to instruct 
the. attorney genertil at cnce to inves- 
tigate the conduct of Sheriff Ever- 
hardy in connection with the lynch- 
ing, and if it was found that the 
sheriff had in any way violated his 
trust as an official, proceedings would 
be instituted to oust him from office.

Brliialt Government Hun Decided to 
£>eiid Lar.tve Heinforcenients 
to I.ord Kitchener. 

Ijondon, Jan. 16, — The government 
has decidetl to send large reinforce- 
iiienljs to Lord Kitchener; and tjio 
war office, in carrying out this deci- 
sion, has determined to enli.st 5,000 
yeomanry volunteers. At a meeting 
held at the war office Tuestlay after- 
noon this plan and oth« rs for secur- 
ing more men were di.sct;s,sed and ai>- 
proved, and it* is underst .od that the 
government Avill in the eour.se of a 
day or tw'o issue a eommunique on 
the subject.

BUILDING BLOWN UP. ' 

RIoten* Terrortxe the Town of Corbin — 
One Dead, One Fatally Wounded 
and Others MiHsiiij;. 

Corbin. Ky„ Jan. IT.-r-Jntense ex- 
.‘ilment jmevailed in Corbin Wednes- 
day night. About 1 o’clock Wednes- 
day afternoon .lames Shotw’ell and 
Uollie White met in front of Hagan’s 
drug store and began quarreling. Few 
words w’ere sjioken when White drew 
B pistol and fired three shots into 
the body of Shotwell. Shotwell w’as 
ciirried to his room, and is not ex- 
pected to survive more than a few' 
hours. White took . refuge in his 
brother’s grocery, and submitted to 
p.rrcst. A guard was placed over him, 
awaiting the arrival of the county 
sheriff. 

John Shotwell, a son of the dj'ing 
man, was in Wililamsburg attending 
circuit court. A hasty summons 
brought him to Corbin at 4 o’clock. 
He at once swore vengeance on his 
father’s murderer. 

At 6:30 a terrific explosion oc- 
curred under the grocery of E. K. 
White, where his brother was being 
guarded. So severe was the shock 
that it tore the building literally to 
pieces. 

There were about a doz>en persons 
in the building at the time. Sev- 
eral escaped with slight injuries, 
while several remain in the debris. 
No one at this time can say how 
many are killed. 

One old man in trying to extinguish 
the blaze, declares that he took hold 
of a corpse, Susan Cox, a well-known 
character, w’as found dead between 
the w’recke<l building and William 
JIarp’s re.sidence. It is supposed she 
was taken refuge there, and was hit 
by a stray ball. 

Immertiatelj' after the explosion 
rapid firing in the neighborhood be- 
gan by unknown parties, who were 
concea^t*d. About 9 o’clock more 
shooting took place, the results of 
which can not l)e learned. 

Citizens are afraid to visit the riot- 
ing districts. It’was thought that the 
morning will find three or four per- 
sons dead. 

The trouble between Shotwell and 
White grew out of the fact that Wbite 
had been paying attentions to Shot- 
well’s daughter, much against the 
will of the entire Shotwell family. 

Wednesday afternoon when the two 
met Shotwell told White he must not 
visit his house again, as he did not 
wish such a man in his family. From 
this the quarrel began. Shotw'ell is 
about 50 years of age and a well re- 
spected citizen. Wliite is a young 
man about 22 years old. 



PORTO RICAN LEGISLATURE. 

Gov. Allen Signed the First Bill 
PfiMsed By Both Honaea— 
poaitlon Kxhiblt. 

San .Juan, Porto Kico, Jau. 17. — 
Gov. Al'en Wednesday signed the fir.st 
bill passe<l by both houses of the 
Porto Kioan legislature, prividing for 
the establislimeut of jury trials. 

A bill appropriating $10,000 for a 
Porto Kican exhibit at the Pan-Amer- 
ican exhibition to be held at Buffalo, 
N. V., has passed both hou.ses. 

A committee of the council which 
had the matter under consideration 
has reported in favor of placing the 
salary of native councilors at $3,000 
instead of $4,000, 

The insular government will take 
over the control of the telegrai>h sys- 
tem February 1, when the signal 
corps retires. 

William H. Elliott, commissioner of 
the interior, has introduced a bill 
which, if passed, will provide Gov. 
Allen with .a military staff.

William .Vhl. a cripple, who boarded 
with Mrs. Abel, w'as arrested Wednes- 
day.

— Secretary 
Long has written letters to the chair- 
man of the congressional naval com- 
mittee, calling attention to his rec- 
omniendatioii for the revival of the 
grade of vice admiral in the navy, 
presumably with a view to the pro- 
motion of Rr. Adni. Sampson. 

W. A. Clark Elected Senator. 

Helena, Mont., Jau. 17. — W. A. Clark 
W'as on Wednesday' afternoon elected 
United States senator to succeed 
Thomas H. Carter. Mr. Clark in joint 
session received 57 \otes out of 93 
cast on the first ballot, and was de- 
clared elected. No one was elected 
for the short term. 

Woman Sentenred For Life. 

Sigourney, la., Jan. 17. — Senah 
Kuhn, convicted of the murder of her 
husband, Charles Kuhn, was Wednes- 
day sentenced to the penitentiary at 
Anamosa for life. The case will lie 
appealed. 

Plajifue SuHpeeted. 

Hull, Eng., Jan. 17. — Three of the 
crew of the British steamer Friary, 
which sailed from Alexandria Decem- 
ber 22 for this port, have died since 
Friday. Two others are in the hos- 
pital. Plague is suspected to be the 
cause of the sickness and deaths.

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 17. — James 
•\. Mount, who retired Monday at 
noon from the office of governor of 
the state of Indiana, died very sud- 
Jenly at 6:45 o’clock Wednesday night 
in his apartments at the Denison 
hotel. 

He hud attended a reception ten- 
lered by Mrs. Mount to a number of 
prominent ladies of the city during 
the afternoon, and shortly after the 
guests departed he started out for a 
walk. Upon his return he said noth- 
ing about being ill, and after remov- 
ing his hat and overcoat sat down to 
read. In a few minutes he turned to 
his wife and niece, who were in the 
room, and said: “I am sick; it’s my 

heart. Send for a doctor at once.” 

After taking off his collar and tie 
and assisting her husband to reach 
his bed, Mrs. Mount went out into 
the corridor, where she met Senator 
and Mrs. Charles C. Binckley, of Rich- 
mond. She was wringing her hands, 
and said: “Mr. Mount is very ill. 

Plea.se get a doctor as quickly as pos- 




sible.” Dr. O. S. Runnells w'as called, 
and foiknd those in attendance at Mr. 
Mount’s bedside chafing his feet and 
hands in an effort to revive hipi- He 
knelt down and listened for a heart- 
beat, and, rising on his feet, said: 
“You can do nothing more for him; 
he is dead.” 

Ill the lobby of the Denison at the 
time of the announcement of the 
death were gathered a nuiBk]|^ of 
proiniiient politicians of the ||tate,' 
and at once many kindly offers of as- 
sistance were sent to Mrs. Mount. 

During the forenoon Mr. Mount vis- 
ited the office of his former private 
secretary and w'as in consultation 
with him for several hours. In the 
afternoon he made a speech before 
the Indiana State Wool Growers’ as- 
sociation and was elected president 
of the association. 

Word was at once sent to Gov. Dur- 
bin, who was at .\nderson, and in- 
structions were issued at once order- 
ing the issuing of a proclamation. 
Three children besides Mrs. Mount 
are the surviving members of the 
family.

xiL the breaking out of the civil war he 
enlisted in the 72d regiment, Indiana vol- 
unteers, and later was a member of the 
renowned Vv'ilder biigade. At the close 
of the war he .settled on a farm in Mont- 
gomery county, Indiana, was married to 
Miss Kate A. Boyd in 1867. 

Gov. Mount was a republican and one 
of the most distinguished men of the 
party in the state.

— The iini>ortant 
report, received from Johannesburg 
that Gen. DeWet has crossed the Vaal 
and joined forces with the Transvaal 
eomiuandoes, if true, probably means 1 
the coiieentration of 7,000 Boers, ] 
with several guns, for another big at- 
tack. 

There is a rumor current in Cape 
Town that .several Boer leaders are 
urging an attack upon the mines. It 
has been long understootl that Gen. 
DeWet has l>een anxious to join the 
invaders in Cape Colony and this ru- 
mor may be spread to cover an at- 
tempt to break southward. 

As an outcome of the fact that the 
Boers in several instances have viorn 
khaki, a government notice has been 
promulgated in Pretoria prohibiting 
civilians from wearing khaki and no- 
tifying all persons who wear this 
costume, which is likely to be mis- 
taken for the British uniform, that 
• they will render themselve liable to 
arrest and imprisonment. 

The war office issued no fresh news 
Wednesday. 

The response to the government’s 
call for volunteers is said to be very 
brisk in both London and the prov- 
ince.s. Defensive measures in South 
Africa proceed apace. Seven thou- 
sand men have joined the city guari^ 
in Cape Town and 3,000 others have 
volunteered in the suburbs. 



STATE BANK WRECKED. 

'When Canhier Harpster'* Crooked- 
ne*N Wa* Discovered He Blew 
Oat His Brains. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Jan. 17. — The state 
bank of Wathena, Kan,, has been 
wrecked by Cashier .Jacob F. Harp- 
Kter, who, when his use of the bank's 
funds was discovered Wednesday, 
blew out his brains. He had been 
using the funds of the bunk in min- 
ing and other speculations that have 
turned out disastrously. Late Wednes- 
day afternoon, when the state bank 
commissioner, John Breidenthal, ap- 
peared to inspect the books of the 
bank, llarpster endeavored to con- 
ceal the true state of affairs. He 
failed, and, entering an undertaking 
establihment, shot himself in the 
head. The crookednes of the ctlshier 
was a complete surprise to the other 
officers and stockholders of the bank. 
The exact losses are unknown, but 
$16,000 is known to have been ab- 
sorbed in one mining venture. Busi- 
ness at Wathena is practically par- 
alyzed. 

THIRTY-SIXTH REGIMENT. 

The Soldiers Will Sail on the Trans- 
port Pennsylvania For San Fran- 
cisco on January iASi. ^ 

Manila, Jan. 17. — The United States 
transport Buford arrived here from 
Vigan, on the nortwest coast of the 
island of Luzon, Wednesday after- 
noon, with the 36th regiment of in- 
fantry, U. S. V. The soldiers will 
land Thursday, camp on the Luneta, 
and sail on the transport Pennsylva- 
nia for San Francisco January 25. This 
regiment was the earliest organized 
of the present volunteers. Some of the 
men will join the new Manila police 
under the provost marshal, Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell, the original colonel of 
the 36th regiment. The United States 
transport Indiana will sail for San 
Francisco with sick soldiers on the 
return of the hospital ship Relief 
from Aparri. 

ALVORD ScNTENCED. 

The New York Bank Teller Who 
Knibexsled Thonsnnds Goes to 
Prison For 13 Years. 

New York, Jan. 17. — Cornelius L. 
Alvord, jr., teller of the First Na- 
tional bank, pleaded giiilty last week 
to three counts in the indictment 
found against him for falsifying the 
accounts of the bank and embezzling 
the sum of $620,000, was sentenced 
to 13 years at hard labor in Sing Sing 
Wednesday morning in the United 
States circuit court. None of the 
px'isoner’s relatives was present.

Washington, Jan. 17. — At the re- 
quest of the state department, the 
navy department has instructed the 
commander of the Scorpion to pro-

This Stunifles an End to Ora’aniaed 

Armed Resistance in That Ter- 
ritory— The News Gives Satis- 
faction in Washinsrton. 

Washington, Jan. 15. — Gen. MacAr- 
thur reports the surrender of Del- 
gado, commander-in-chief of Iloilo 
province, Panay. He also report* 
that other important surrenders are 
expected during the next few days. 

Gen. MacArthur’s cablegram to the 
war department is as follox.'s: 

“Delgado, coramander-in-chief of 
Iloilo province, Panay, surrendered 
on January 11 to Brig. Gen. Robert P. 
Hughes, with four officers, 21 men 
and 14 rifles. His command is much 
scattered. Other surrenders are ex- 
pected during the next few days; im- 
portant; signifies the end of organ- 
ized armed resistance in Iloilo prov- 
ince, Panay.” 

The dispatch gave much satisfac' 
tion to the war department, although 
the command surrendered by Delgado 
18 not a large one. It also was noted 
by the officials that the assurances 
were for the end of “organized armed 
resistance,” indicating that there 
was considerable of the unorganized 
marauding still in progress. 

Wasliington, Jan. 15. — Gen. Greely, 
chief signal officer, U. 8. A., has re- 
ceived a dispatch from Lieut. CoL 
James Allen, in the Philippines, an- 
nouncing that the signal corps has 
laid cables from Oslob, island of Cebu, 
to Dumaguete, island of Negros, and 
thence to Misamis and Lintogo, island 
of Mindanao. 

This extension of the military tele- 
graph sy.steiu connects for the first 
time the large and important island 
of Mindanao with Manila and the rest 
of the world. Heretofore, in some in- 
stances, three weeks would elapse be- 
fore the officials at Manila would 
hear of an engagement that had 
taken place in Mindanao, but the new- 
ly Laid cable will put Manila in direct 
and quick communication with this 
lower island. 

It is hoped that the extension of 
the cables from Tncuran to the Jolo 
group, by waj' of Zamboanga, will be 
completed within the next month. 

Col. Allen reports that in Novem- 
ber, the last month for which com- 
plete data has been received, more 
than P.00,000 military messages were 
transmitted over the military tele- 
grajdi lines of the archipelago.

Washington, Jan. 16. — The total 
imount of appropriations carried by 
the post office ap^iropriation bill ag- 
gregates $122,748,688, compared with 
in appropriation of $113,638,238 for 
the current fiscal year. The amount 
allowed for the Philippine postal 
service is $50,000, as againt $200,000 
for this year. Other items of appro- 
priation are: 

Clerk hire, $14,363,000, an increase 
of over $1,500,000; for street car serv- 
ice, $400,000, an increase of $60,000. 
An increase of $800,000 for mail trans- 
portation by railroad and $350,000 for 
transportation by star route is al- 
lowed. The present appropriation of 
$80,000 for the payment to the ocean 
steamship companies for mail trans- 
portation on the Pacific is reduced to 
$45,000, the company having changed 
its route. 

AFTER EX-GOV. TAYLOR. 

Gov. Ourbiii Xotiflod That a Detect*

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 16. — Got. 
Durbin was notified Tuesday after- 
noon that a detective with a requisi- 
tion was coming from Kentucky after 
former Gov. W. S, Taylor and Charles 
Finley, former secretary of state of 
Kentucky, and that the expectation 
was that the Indiana governor would 
surrender the fugitives.

Bacon (Ga.) made a vigorous attack 
on that portion of the army reorgan- 
ization bill which confers upon the 
president discretionary power to in- 
crease the strength of the army to 
the maxininm limit fixed by the bill. 
An amendment opening the way to 
the appointment of volunteer otticera 
to grades as high as that of captain 
in the regular establishment was 
adopted. Just lK‘fore adjournment 
Mr, Carter (Mont.) called up the bill 
apportioning the representatives of 
the United States among the several 
states. Without debate it was passed 
precisely as it came from the house. 

House — Not since the 51st congress 
has the hou.se passed as many private 
pension bills at a single sitting as it 
did Friday. In all 170 special pension 
bills were pa.ssed at Friday'.'* session. 
The most important was one to in- 
crease the pension of Gen. AmerieoA 
V. Rice from $36 to $100. The senate 
had passed a bill to increase his pen- 
sion to $60, and the house raised it to 
$ 100 . 

Washington, Jan. 14, — Senate — No 
legislative business of importance was 
transacted by the senate Saturday. 
The session was devoted to services 
held in memory of the late Senator 
Cushman K. Daria, of Minnesota. 
Mrs. Davis, accompanied by some 
friends, was in the executive gallery 
of the senate. 

House — The llbu.se devoted Satur- 
day to a continuation of the debate 
upon the river and harbor appropria- 
tion bill, which was interrupted Fri- 
day by private bill day.

Washington, Jan. 16. — Senate-^ 
Some jirogress was made Tuesday by 
the .senate in the consideration of the 
army reorganization bill. Mr. Bacon’s 
amendment striking out of the bill 
ihe discretionary authority conferred 
upon the president to increase the 
size of the army was laid on the table 
by the decisive vote of 39 to 20. 

House — The house spent another 
day on the river and harbor bill with- 
out completing it. Twenty-six pages 
were disposed of Tuesday, The sen- 
ate resolution to appropriate $7,000 
to enable the secretary of the senate 
to pay the expenses of the inaugura- 
tion of the president and vice presi- 
dent, ISlareh 4, was taken up, and pre- 
cipitated a lively di.seussion because 
it did not recognize the house as a 
participating factor in the inaugura- 
tion ceremonie.s.

The bill passed 
practically as it came from the com- 
mittee. It carries slightly less than 
$30,000,000, of which .$23,000,000 is in 
direct appropriations.
